Facts for Women to Remember. 


There is every reuson to believe Iliat the women of llic 


country will soon have the full right of suffrage. 
In many of 


the stales they now have the right to vote for certain officials, 
but'the constitutional, amendment if ratified will place them 
on an equal fooling with mciifM the polling booths, and there 
is little room for doubt that lfewill.be ratified in spile of the 
opposition of most of the southern states, in which there is no 
disposition to increase the colored vote, 
Numerous slates 


have already ratified the amendment and it is the common 
expectation that a suflicienl number will do this to place the 
unreslricted use of the ballol in Ihe hands of women. 


Under the circumstances the question of what women will 


Uo with Ihe ballot when they have it is one of the utmost im- 
portance. 
It must be understood right at the start that Ihe 


• mere doubling of the vote of the country will, of itself, benefit 


no one. 
Unless the women can hring to bear new ideas and 


strong individual opinions and convictions their exercise of 
the right of suffrage will amounl to little. The cause of good 
government does nol rest on (he size of Ihe vote, but on the 
intelligence and integrity of those who cast it; 


Some.time ago there was a conference in Washington be- 


tween party leaders and a body of women to consider how the 
women can be of most service when they have the right to 
vole. The party leaders took the ground that it would be the 
duty of the women fo come in under the banner of. that par- 
ticular party, but in reality it will be no such thing. It will be 
their duty to study and understand all Ihe conditions and to 
vote according lo the dictates of their own consciences and 
judgment. To merely follow their husbands and brothers to 
the polls and vole as they do will simply double Ihe number of 
ballots lo be counted without in the leasl improving political 
conditions or,supplying any valid reason why women should 
vote. 


It is a great privilege thai is coming to the women of this 


country, and if (his is appreciated as it should be they will 
remember thai wilh il will come a serious responsibility. To 
mingle with the crowds at the voting places and drop a slip 
of paper into the ballol box is nol the whole duly of an Amer- 
ican citizen. 
It is the duly of those who vole fo know who 


and what ihey are voting for, lo base their decisions on a study 
of the facts and the candidates, and nol to be "led by Ihe 
nose1' by any party or any faction. 
Political parties have 


their place, in fact, Ihey are indispensable under such a gov- 
ernment as ours, but they never should be followed blindly. 
One should-always have reasons for his adherence to any 
parly. H is no credit lo any man lo assert that he was "born" 
a Republican or a Democrat, and il will be no credit fo any 
woman to be governed in her voting by the male members of 
her family. 'Unless she has ideas of her own which she hope= 
to promote by the. use of Ihe ballot she will serve her country 
heller by staying at home than she will by exercising the great 
privilege which now seems so nearly within'her grasp. 


The women of the United Slates may well pondei~these 


simple but indisputable facts during Ihe lime Ihey are waiting 
for the priceless privilege that seems cerlain to be (heirs in the 
very near future.
